was ever m ade to this war, and wc c a n ’t 
go on fighting wars every twenty years. 
“ But,” continued Willkie, ‘‘your own 


p a r ty isn’t much bettei". 
The conservative 
Democrats seem to be coming back into 
power to such an extent th a t there isn’t 
much difference between the Republicans 
and the conservative Democrats.” 
Willkie went on to say th a t lie would 
watch the elections very carefully this No­ 
vember to see w hat the score was on the 
election of liberal senators and representa­ 
tives.

T H E TWO commonest causes 
of acute abdominal cramps are 
appendicitis and gastro-enteritis. 
Appendicitis is inflammation of 
the vermiform appendix, which is 
a lymphoid structure much like the

tonsils. G astro-enteritis is a gen­ 
eral inflammation of the surface j 
membrane of the entire digestive 
tract, both stomach and bowel. 
A 
gastro-enteritis 
attack 
is 
usually due to overeating, or eat­ 
ing some food th a t irritated or 
“disagreed,” or to mild bacterial 
infection from infected food. 
G astro-enteritis is, in the va»t 
majority of cases, a mild, self- 
limited condition which after a 
day or two of discomfort pa-ses 
entirely away. It has no serious 
complications. 
Appendicitis, on the other hand, 
is one of the most serious not only 
of abdominal, but of all boaily 
conditions. It is frequently fatal, 
and aside from that, may develop 
any number of very serious com­ 
plications. 


Afflict Young Adult« 
Both conditions are particularly 
likely to occur in young adults— 
from 18 to 35. For th a t reason 
the health directors of colleges, of 
defense workers.of civilian bureau 
workers in Washington and else­ 
where, and the medical corps of 
the armed forces are particularly 
alert to them. In making a diag­ 
nosis and in the handling of the 
case, the cooperation of the patient 
is needed, and therefore there is a 
need for the education of the pub­ 
lic on the subject. 
As pointed out by Drs. Quigley 
ami Contratto, who direct the 
health of H arv ard ’s student.-, if a 
diagnoses of appendicitis demand­ 
ing operation is made on a stu­ 
dent with gastro-enteritis, a great 
deal of valuable time, to say the 
least, is lost. But even more seri­ 
ous and hazardous is for the stu ­ 
dent or bureau worker to have ap ­ 
pendicitis and say: "Oh, it’s just 
an old-fashioned bellyache.” 


According to the experience of 
the H arvard medical directors, the 
differential diagnosis is made on a 
number of points which their ex­ 
perience has tabulated. 


Different Symptoms 
There is a sudden, or crp io n vs 
onset in nearly all (79 per cent) 
cases of gastro-enteritis; but in 
less than half (41 per cent) of the 
ca-es of appendicitis. Diarrhoea is 
present in 77 per cent of gastro­ 
enteritis cases, very rare (7 per 
cent) in appendicitis. 
Vomiting occurs in 71 per cent 
in gastro-enteritis, 38 per cent in 
appendicitis. The pain in the ab­ 
domen is colicky in gastro-enteri­ 
tis (64 per ce n t), steady in appen- 
dicitis-sm 89 per cent of cases. 
Tenderness on pressure over ths 
abdomen occurs less than half the 
time (44 per cent) in gastro-en- 
teritis; 100 per cent in appendi­ 
citis. There is never spasm of the 
muscles in gastro-enteritis, but in 
28 per cent of appendicitis. 
If there is pain in the abdomen 
on coughing, the indication is a p ­ 
pendicitis, occurring in 37 per cent 
of cases. It never occurs in gastro­ 
enteritis. 
When the doctor counts the 
blood and finds the white cells be­ 
low 10,000, it practically rules a p ­ 
pendicitis out; though in half the 
cases of gastro-enteritis the white 
cell count is below 10,000

Commonest Causes of 
Acute Abddminal Cramp

THE TWO commonest causes 
of acute abdominal cramps are 
appendicitis and gastroenteritis. 
Appendicitis is inflammation of 
the vermiform appendix, which is 
a lymphoid structure much like the

tonsils. Gastroenteritis is a gen­ 
eral inflammation of the surface 
membrane of the entire digestive 
tract, both stomach and bowel. 
A 
gastroenteritis 
attack 
is 
usually due to overeating, or eat­ 
ing some food that irritated or 
“disagreed/’ or to mild bacterial 
infection from infected food. 
Gastroenteritis is, in the va«t 
majority of eases, a mild, s«if- 
limitod condition which after a 
day or two of discomfort passes 
entirely away. It has no serious 
complications. 
Appendicitis, on the other hand, 
is one of the most serious not only 
of abdominal, but of all bodily 
conditions. It is frequently fatal, 
and aside from that, may develop 
any number of very serious com­ 
plications. 


Afflict Young Adults 
Both conditions are particularly 
likely to occur in young adults— 
from 18 to 35. For that reason 
the health directors of colleges, of 
defense workers, of civilian bureau 
workers in Washington and else­ 
where, and the medical corps of 
the armet! forces are particularly 
alert to them. In making a diag­ 
nosis and in the handling of the 
case, the cooperation of the patient 
is needed, and therefore there is a 
need for the education of the pub­ 
lic on the subject. 
As pointed out by Dr*. Quigley 
and Contralto, who direct tho 
health of Harvard's student.-, if a 
diagnosis of appendicitis demand­ 
ing operation is made on a stu­ 
dent with gastroenteritis, a great 
deal of valuable time, to say the 
least, is lo«t. But even more seri­ 
ous and hazardous is for the stu­ 
dent or bureau worker to have ap­ 
pendicitis and say: “Oh, its just 
an old-fashioned bellyache." 


According to the experience of 
the Harvard medical director!, tha 
differential diagnosis is made on a 
number of points which their ex­ 
perience has tabulated. 
Different Symptoms 
There is a Hidden, or explosive 
on set in nearly all (79 per cent) 
cases of gastroenteritis; bat in 
less than half (41 per cent) of the 
ca*es of appendicitis. Diarrheas la 
present in 77 per cent of gastro­ 
enteritis cases, very rare (7 per 
cent) in appendicitis. 
Vomiting occurs in 71 per cent 
in gastroenteritis, 38 per cent in 
appendicitis. The pain in the ab­ 
domen is colicky in gastroenteri­ 
tis (64 per cent), steady in appen- 
dicitirin 89 per cent of cases. 
Tenderness on pressure over the 
abdomen occurs less than half the 
time (44 per cent) in gastroen­ 
teritis; IOO per cent in appendi­ 
citis. There is never spasm of the 
muscle* in gastroenteritis, but ia 
28 per cent of appendicitis. 
If there is pain in the abdomen 
on coughing, the indication is ap­ 
pendicitis. occurring in 37 per cent 
of cases. It never occurs in gastro­ 
enteritis. 
When the doctor counts the 
blood and finds the white cells be­ 
low 10,000, it practically rules ap­ 
pendicitis out; though in half the 
cases of gastroenteritis the white 
cell count is below 10,000. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
T. V. M.:—What is meant by a 
disease being chronic? Can chron­ 
ic discases be outed? 
Answer: A chronic disease is 
one that lasts a long time and 
shows no natural tendency to heel, 
or little tendency that way. Some 
chronic diseases can be cured (bv 
surgery); some can be controlled, 
as is the case with chronic anemia, 
controlled by liver.
